I beg  to  submit  my  seventeenth  and  last  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1968  and  to  record  that  it  was  again  a good 
year  for  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  Area* 

The  Registrar  General’s  Mid  Year  estimated  population  remained 
the  same  as  for  1967  although  there  were  fewer  births  and  one  more  death* 

Because  of  our  small  figures,  some  of  the  mortality  rates  appear 

high. 


My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections 

(1)  Medical  Statistics,  and. 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

The  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  K„C*  McCutcheon,  our 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
him  for  his  valuable  help  in  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Again  I thank  members  of  the  Staff  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  interest  in  our  v/crlt  in  the  Health  Department,  not  only  this 
year  but  also  throughout  the  17g-  years  I have  been  your  Medical  Officer.

PREVELANCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  OTHER  TUAN  TUBERCU  10 SI S 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  Urban  Area  during  the  Year. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  influenza  this  year  and  it  caused  no 
deaths  in  the  district.  But  because  of  the  threat  of  an  outbreak  of  the 
Hong'  Kong  typo  virus  the  outside  workmen  were  inoculated  by  a single 
dose  of  the  appropriate  vaccine. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Again  no  cases  were  notified  in  the  .area  during  the  year. 

IMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATIONS 
DIPHTHERIA 

For  at  least  21  years  no  diphtheria,  has  occurred  in  the  area  and 
no  case  was  notified  in  the  County.  But  parents  are  reminded  that  the 
disease  could  recur  in  this  district  if  a high  level  of  immunity  is  not 
maintained  in  children.  A few  cases  do  occur  in  this  Country  every  year, 
so  parents  are  again  advised  to  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected 
by  inoculations.  These  are  given  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant 
Clinic  which  is  held  on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  new  Clinic 
premises  in  Crescent  Road  from  2:30  - 4:30  p.n.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  TEE  AREA 
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WATER 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  Town  was  obtained  from  two  sources, 
namely,  llanayfan  Spring  and  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council’s  supply 

The  Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles  from  the  Town  at 
480  ft.  A.  OoD.  and  19 3 feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town.  The 
supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  the  limestone  stratum,  with  an 
estimated  overflow  of  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  supply  from  this  source  is  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town 
in  5"  cast  iron  pipes.  The  Llandyfan  main  is  65  years  old. 

The  Llandyfan  supply  is  chlorinated  by  a Wallace  and  Tiernan 
Plant  at  Derwydd. 

Part  of  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  is  still  supplied  from  the 
Llandyfan  source  and  part  of  the  Urban  District  receives  a supply  from  the 
Rural  District  trunk  main  to  which  the  town  mains  are  connected. 

Routine  checks  are  taken  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the 
chlorination  of  the  supply. 

A total  of  2 samples  of  water  from  the  Town  mains  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

The  results  were  as  follows 

Llandyfan  Source  Before  chlorination  - 1 unsatisfactory 

Town  Main  (Llandyfan  Source)  after 

chlorination  - 1 satisfactory. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  is  as  follows: - 

"This  water  had  a hardness  of  175  p.p.m.  calcium  Carbonate 
and  would  be  classified  as  being  "moderately  hard".  This  was  almost 
entirely  temporary  in  character  and  would  be  removed  on  boiling. 

This  was  a water  of  the  highest  organic  purity  and  contained 
no  trace  of  unoxidised  nitrogenous  compounds.  It  was  slightly 
alkaline  in  character  and  exhibited  ohly  a small  negative 
saturation  index,  a characteristic  associated  with  non-aggre si ve 
waters.  Such  a water  would  not  have  any  action  on  metals  nor 
should  it  be  plumbo solvent.  The  water  was  free  from  metallic 
impurities  with  the  exception  of  0.01  p.p.m.  lead.  This  amount 
is  regarded  as  negligible  as  Health  and  Medical  Authorities  allow 
up  to  0.1  p.p.m,  in  drinking  waters." 


Two  special  examinations  of  the  water  were  carried  out  one  for 
lead  content  and  one  to  ascertain  the  fluoride  content: -

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DR/ym&B  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage  and 
surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town  with  the  exception  of  15 
properties  in  Carmarthen  Road  and  Nantyrhibo  areas.  The  sewers  are 
constructed  in  stoneware  pipes  and  culverts,  the  treatment  being 
carried  out  at  the  Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Ffairfach. 


PUBLIC  CLOSING 

The  Council  during  the  year  gave  detailed  consideration  to  the 
question  of  improving  the  refuse  storage  and  collection  in  the  town 
and  samples  of  various  types  of  paper  sack  holders  and  containers  were 
examined.  In  September  it  was  resolved  to  implement  the  paper  sack 
system  as  soon  as  possible.  Special  plastic  bins  were  to  be  supplied 
to  all  domestic  premises  and  3a  cu.ft.  paper  sacks  to  be  used  as  bin 
liners.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  system  will  be  in  operation  during 
next  year. 

At  present  a twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made 
throughout  the  Town  and  there  is  also  a weekly  collection  of  Trade 
Refuse. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at-  a tip  situated  outside  the  Urban 
District. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  of  the  workmen  to  carry  out  disinfestation 
as  and  when  required.  No  charge  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises.

IMPROVE&rENT  GRANTS

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  5/iILYLlY  PFJIilSES  ACT,  1963 

Three  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  registered  premises  to  A9.  The  number  of  persons  employed  in  the 
registered  premises  was  199  comprising  90  males  and  109  females. 

Fourteen  general  inspections  were  made  and  a total  of  27  visits  were 
made  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

No  notification  of  accidents  were  received. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  several  instances  where  contraventions 
of  the  Act  were  observed,  and  remedial  work  was  carried  out  without  recourse  to 
formal  action. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  registered  caravan  sites  within  the  Urban  Area,  One 
site  is  licensed  for  seven  caravans  and  the  other  site  for  one  caravan.  The 
licence  conditions  relating  to  the  larger  site  were  amended  to  bring  then 
more  into  line  with  the  Model  Standards  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 

The  conditions  on  one  site  necessitated  action  being  taken  against  the 
site  operator.
